FBI Asked 
To Probe 
Ricca Case 


Proceedings Had 


Been Called Off

Atty. Gen. MrQranery today called 
on the FBI to find out how a tele­ 
gram — ainee repudiated by Mc- 
Granery—wa* sent to Chicago di­ 
recting the U. S. attorney there 
to stop try ing to put gangster Paul 
(The Waiter!

Ricca la a former associate of 
gangland chief AI Capone. The 
Justice Department has been try-; 
Ing to get a court order sending 
him back to prison to complete a 
IO-year term for extortion. 
Lait week, a telegram was sent 
from the Justice Department to 
the U. S. attorney at Chicago, Otto 
Kerner Jr., telling him to drop 
further proceedings against Ricca. 
McGranery. 
declaring 
the 
wire 
was sent without his knowledge, 
countermanded it yesterday and 
ordered Kerner to continue his ef­ 
forts. 
Today, in a statement, the de­ 
partment 
said 
McGranery 
Iras 
asked 
FBI 
Director J. 
Edgar 
Hoover to assemble all the facts 
•bout the telegram. The depart­ 
ment mentioned several persons, 
but placed no responsibility for 
•ending the wire to Kerner. 
The department referred to it as 
having been sent “by the chief of 
the criminal diviaion’*—Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Charles B. Murray. Spokes­ 
men said Murray had seen the 
telegram before it went out but 
did not write it himself. The de­ 
partment said the telegram had 
been approved by Robert L. Stern, 
the acting solicitor general, “ but; 
had not been cleared with the top 
policy group” in the department. 
In response to queries, the de­ 
partment said the fact that the 
FBI was called in should not be 
construed to imply any criminal 
angle. 
Rice* and three other men were 
convicted in 1944 of conspiring to 
extort money from the motion pic­ 
ture industry. They were paroled in 
1947, but following criticism from 
congressmen and others, the pa­ 
roles were revoked in 1948. 
Ricca took his case to U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court in Chicago, and in Au­ 
gust won a ruling from Judge Mi­ 
chael L. Igoe that the parole revo­ 
cation was illegal because Ricca 
had not been given a hearing. 
McGranery has directed Kern­ 
er to appeal this ruling to the U. S. 
Court of Appeals, if it is not too 
late. Some Justice Department of­ 
ficials said the time for filing an 
appeal may have expired last Sat­ 
urday.

Another South Korean soldier 
who was rendered unconscious was 
found to have been knocked out 
by a log when a bunker was blown 
up by an artillery shell. Markham 
added. 
Sweep To Top 
Even as the charges were laid to 
rest, the never-give-up South Ko­ 
reans returned to the counterattack 
and swept up to the top of Pinpoint 
Hill from which they were knocked 
a few hours before. 
A little less than four hours after 
they lost the crest, the Koreans 
struck back in the dark and by 
6 a. rn. were locked in savage 
hand-to-hand combat with Chinese 
Reds on Pinpoint’s summit.

Nov. 13 GB-Abra- 
ham H. Feller, a right hand man 
to Trygve Lie in the United Na­ 
tions. tore himself from his wife's 
arms today and plunged to death 
from his 12th floor apartment. 
Lie, secretary general of the 
U. N., said Feller killed himself 
because of the strain of defending 
U. N. employes “against indis­ 
criminate smears and exaggerated 
charges.” 
Feller, 47-year-old former New 
Deal lawyer in Washington, wa* 
described as a buffer man between 
the U. N. and twin federal probes

Dead Fish Mass 
Litters The Gulf 


FT. MYERS. Fla.. Nov. 13 \A— 
A U. S. sea life expert flew over the 
fish-littered waters of this area to­ 
day and said the cause apparently 
was the same red tide which killed 
millions of fish in 1947. 
“ My observation from the air 
indicates that the dead fish have 
beend killed in the same manner 
that they were killed in 1947-48,” 
John F. Howell, bologist of the U. 
8 Fish and Wildlife Service, said. 
Howell planned to go out in a 
coast guard boat Friday to pick up 
samples and make a chemical 
analysis to confirm his first im­ 
pression. 
Howell flew in from Galveston 
when the appearance of masses of 
dead fish in the Gulf of Mexico off 
the southwest coast of Florida 
stirred fear that the deadly red 
tide was back. 
Ed Hensley, St. Petersburg In­ 
dependent photographer who flew 
with Howell, said the dead fish 
extended in patches from Boca 
Grande south to a point about 20 
miles of Naples, a distance of some 
40 miles. They floated on the sur­ 
face in untold thousands, though 
not in one continuous mass. 
All reports so far show a great 
likeness to condition accompanying 
the mysterious red tide. which got 
its name from the patches of red­ 
dish-brown water wherever groups 
of dead fish were found. 
The same rusty patches 
are 
noticeable this year. So are the 
guddenness with which d e a t h 
•trikes and the great areas cov­ 
ered. 
Scientists say the red tide is 
millions of tidy marine organisms, 
known as dinoflagellates. Some be­ 
lieve these organisms clog the gills 
and strangle the fish. Others think 
the dinoflagellates throw off a 
poison which kills fish.

Alaska has made the grade, at 
least in the fourth grade at Dorseys 
elementary school.

Earle Claims Roosevelt 
Believed In Russians 


W ASHINGTO N. 
Nov. 
13 GB — 
George H. Earle, former governor 
•of 
Pennsylvania, 
testified 
today 
that President Roosevelt refused 
to believe evidence that the Rus­ 
sians slaughtered more than 10.000 
Poles in Katyn Forest during World 
W ar II. 


“ The love, respect and belief in 
Russia in the White House was 
simply unbelievable to me.” Earle 
told a special House inquiry group. 
The committee has investigated 
the Katyn massacre and laid it at 
the door of the Communists. Rus­ 
sia 
blames the atrocity on the 
Nazis, who discovered thousands 
of Polish corpses rn the Katyn 
wilderness during 
their invasion 
of Western Russia. 
Earle, a Democrat, related that 
when he was a special emissary 
to Turkey for the late President 


Roosevelt he obtained Romanian 
and Bulgarian documents proving 
that the Reds killed more than 
10,000 Polish officers and intellec­ 
tuals in Katyn. 


It has been charged that these 
men were killed as part of a plan 
for 
the 
later communization of 
Poland. 
Earle said that when he showed 
his evidence to Roosevelt in May, 
1944. the President replied: 
“ George, this is entirely German 
propaganda and a German plot. I 
am entirely convinced the Rus­ 
sians didn t do it.” 
0 
Earle said before the Normandy 
landings in 1944 he was trying to 
convince the administration that 
“ Russia was a much greater men­ 
ace than Germany because the So­ 
viets had the manpower and deter­ 
mination” to conquer the West. 


In 1945, he went on, he wrote 
Roosevelt that unless he received 
word to the contrary he was going 
to publish this view 
as coming 
from him in the capacity of • 
former special presidential gynis- 
sary. 


Ea rle then read the committee a 
reply from the President, dated 
March 24. 1945. and expressing con­ 
cern that Earle intended to pub­ 
lish “ unfavorable publicity for one 
of our allies.”

• Hiss, the federal penitentiary in Lewisburg, Pa. One 
I other person is present, the institution’s parole official. 
• Chairman Killinger will report hts findings on Hiss to 
• the full board in W ashington for its action on the 
r application. 
Parole must be distinguished from reduction of 
• sentence, or time off, for good conduct in prison. In 
J the latter instance, the prisoner’s sentence ends when 
• he is released. In the case of parole, the original aen- 
• fence stand!, but the prisoner serves the remainder of 
” it outside instead of inside the prison He can be sent 
• back to prison if he violate# parole regulations 
Still different is probation, in which the sentenced 
’ person serves all of his sentence outside of prison as 
^ long as he meets probation obligations. Probation is 
• a function of the courts, whereas parole ll an adminis- 
• trative decision of an executive agency. 
Time-off-for-good-behavior Is apt to be automatic 
I In most of the elates, In theory there is no such thing 
• as automatic parole, although tha parol# law* In some 
• states may be so administered as to 'be automatic in 
I actuality. Every federal prisoner Is entitled for parole 
• after serving one-third of his sentence, but fewer than 
one-half of the parole applications are granted. 
Dr. Killinger has written: "The greatest danger 
In any parole system is a policy of automatic parole 
- . . . funder which > the release of the prisoner 1s 
• rigidly determined by the expiration of the minimum 
sentence, (and! without regard to the best interests of 
either the offender or society " 
So every parole application is. or should be, 
considered on an individual basis 
One centra! con- 
» ageratum Is whether the applicant, if released, can 
becoma a useful member of the community. Another 
is whether the community is willing to accept him In 
other words, th# prisoner and the community are both 
to be protected. 
Still other considerations in granting or rejecting 
a parole for a prisoner is his outlook for employment, 
the psychological finding! on him. his fam ily situation, 
and prof ass I on a I Judgment on whether he is prepared 
and able to adjust him self to the outside world. The 
parole authority atudies his history, and goes over tha 
records of his trial and hie prison behavior. 
To be considered also are the parole recommenda­ 
tions, if any, of the sentencing Judge and the prose­ 
cuting attorney. Sometim es a Judge will explain that 
in fixing the sentence he has borne in mind the date 
on which the prisoner will be eligible for parole. 
Parole boards are aupposed not to try to equalise, 
dlsparant sentences passed upon persons for the same 
• crime or for similar crimes. In practice, however, most 
I parole authorities consider whether the sentence has 
been relatively lenient or severe. Alger Hiss was sen- 
• fenced to five years, not for transm itting confidential 
government documents to the Soviet government (tha

In The Grand Manner 


As a pretext for the proliferation of race tracks,

Pleurisy And Empyema 


There s nothing like an attack of 
pleurisy to complicate the common 
cold. 
As a result, distress is ag­ 
gravated so that every breath it 
painful and coughing is an excru­ 
ciating ordeal. 
The temperature 
rises a degree or two, which in­ 
creases the overall discomfort. 
"A stitch in the side” is the tim# 
honored description of the ordinary 
attack of pleurisy. 
Pain, which if 
severe over the lower part of the 
involved side, becomes worse on 
any movement of the chest wall. 
For this reason, it hurts to cough, 
take a deep breath, or change posi­ 
tion. 
The individuaJ feels better 
lying on the affected side. es this 
maneuver has a tendency to im­ 
mobilize the inflamed parts. When 
bronchitis co-exists, the pleurisy 
victim does everything possible to 
subdoe coughing end this leads to 
dry, 
unproductive 
hacking. 
The 
painful stage of pleurisy rarely 
last* more than a day or two. 


The disorder often is amenable 
to the sulfonamides or the anti­ 
biotics. 
X-rays are suggested be­ 
cause the physician wsnta to find 
out whet lies behind the pleurisy. 
Is it pert of an ordinary cold, or 
pneumonia, or a more serious in­ 
fection such es tuberculosis? The 
necessity for an X-ray film is ap­ 
preciated only when the nature of 
pleurisy is understood 
The pleura 
is the outer lining of the lung. 
It 
hears the same relationship to the 
lung that the peel does to the ap­ 
pl e, and when the fruit is bruised 
or frostbitten, not only does the 
outside turn brown in spots, but 
the underlying substance of the 
apple as well. 
Because of the close contact be­ 
tween the pleura and the lung, it 
is difficult for one to become in­ 
flamed without the other structure 
following suit. 
In mild pleurisy, 
this need not be the case, but in 
the more severe types, involve­ 
ment usually begins in the lung and 
extends Tepidly to the outer pleura. 
Since the latter is more sensitive 
than lung tissue, it is likely to 
raise the biggest fuss and obtain 
the most attention. 
The physician 
takes this into consideration when 
making the diagnosis and does 
what he can to go behind the 
scenes. 
Pneumonia, for example, 
may make its debut with a "stitch 
in the side." 
This symptom lasts 
for 24 hours and is supplanted by 
cough, high fever, prostration, and 
many of the more typical signs. 


Serofibrinous pleurisy is a more 
extensive form. In this type. fluid 
accumulates 
ut 
the 
space 
sur­ 
rounding the involved lung, which 
may amount to several pints over 
a brief period. 
This fluid is se­ 
creted by the inflamed surface of 
the pleura in much the same way 
as mucus exudes from an inflam­ 
ed nose. The physician finds it no 
problem to determine the presence 
of fluid but its nature must be 
ascertained before he can pre­ 
scribe treatment. 
For this pur­ 
pose, a small amount is removed 
with a needle and sent to the lab­ 
oratory. This is of the utmost im­ 
portance because tuberculosis is 
one of the common causes, but 
other organisms may be responsi­ 
ble. 
including 
pneumococci 
or 
streptococci. 
Fluid also develops 
occasionally during a bout of rheu­ 
matic fever. 
Before the discovery of penicillin 
and the sulfonamides, pneumonia 
was complicated frequently by em­ 
pyema. 
This condition is essen­ 
tially pleurisy with fluid, but the 
fluid is pus. 
In the past this was 
a 
serious 
disturbance 
because 
tubes had to be inserted through 
the chest wall to allow purulent 
material to drain and to offer a 
means of washing out the inflamed 
cavity with an antiseptic solution. 
It was not unusual, es a last resort, 
to m ike a large opening to allow 
better drainage. 
Nowadays, em­ 
pyema is rare, but when it occurs 
the wonder drugs generally are 
effective.

U. S.-French Problems More Important Than Russian; Sinclair Weeks In Line To 


Be Ambassador To London; Bradley Slated To Leave JCS 


WASHINGTON — Premier Pir.ay 
of France has thrown out feelers 
for an early — it not immediate — 
visit to the United States for a 
conference 
with 
General 
Eisen­ 
hower and/or President Truman. 
At stake in this visit is the entire 
structure of our carefully built up 
Western 
European 
defense. 
We 
have been so busy with our own 
elections that the public doesn t 
realize that this now hangs rn the 
balance.

Pentagon Shake-Up 
Top generals of the Defense De­ 
partment are expecting a political 
shake-up. 
Politics isn’t supposed to enter 
the military picture.

plays it — from the generals down 
to th# colonel’s wives—and this in­ 
cludes the White House too.

Their greatest fear is that any 
new look at world affairs will 
'establish the bankruptcy of both 
the

Plan 
concept 
of 
European aid and the containment 
policy in Europe while giving the 
Russians a 
free hand in Asia. 
When they insist upon unity, they 
do not mean behind Eisenhower 
but in support of the Acheson ap­ 
peasement of Soviet Russia while 
giving the appearance of bellicose 
intentions. 
These internationalists object to 
Eisenhower’* concern over Korea. 
They would have him forget Korea 
and the 123.000 American casual­ 
ties there and to devote himself 
rather to Anthony Eden and the 
forthcoming British request for aid 
but calling it something else. 


These internationalists do not 
read the election returns cor­ 
rectly.

Eisenhower 
was chosen, among other rea­

When Eisenhower said that he 
would go to Korea personally 
he won the election.

WASHINGTON - The American 
people—including many of those 
citizens who didn’t vote for General 
Eisenhower because they believed 
some of the things they were told 
•bout him by the partisan#—are in 
for some surprises. 
Just as the attack on Eisenhower 
before the national conventions last 
summer has since that time been 
proved to be largely fallacious, so 
also will many of tile inferences 
and implications beard in the poli­ 
tical battle that followed the con­ 
ventions be proved to be without 
basis. Here are some of them; 
I. Before the conventions, Ike 
was represented as a "stooge" of 
Truman. Nobody reading the at­ 
tack on Eisenhower by Truman 
and Stevenson during the campaign 
could justly conclude by election 
day that Ike was part and parcel 
of the Democratic administration. 
2 Before the conventions, it was 
said that Ike wouldn’t criticize the 
Acheson foreign policy, especially 
as to China. He did so neverthe­ 
less and made Korea a paramount 
Issue. 
3. Just after the conventions. It 
was said that Ike would be a "cap­ 
tive” of Dewey, who really had a 
great deal to do with steering him 
toward the nomination. But the 
New York governor wasn’t the only 
men in the Eisenhower councils 
during the campaign. There were 
many others, representing all fac­ 
tions of the party. 


Accused As Isolationist 
4. After the conventions. It was 
•aid that Eisenhower had "sur­ 
rendered” to conservative Senator 
Taft end had repudiated the "pro­ 
gressive” wing of his party led by 
Governor 
Dewey 
and 
Governor 
Warren. Yet the New York gov­ 
ernor is to confer next week with 
Genera! 
Eisenhower and he or 
some of his eollegues will play an 
Important part In the new ad­ 
ministration — Senator Lodge, for 
instance, will be in the cabinet and 
maybe John Foster Dulles will be 
secretary of State. Governor War­ 
ren ie to be a principal consultant 
and might even be made attorney 
general. 
5. After the conventions, it was 
said—especially in Europe — that 
General Eisenhower had swallowed 
Senator Taft’s views on internat­ 
ional policy and had therefore be­ 
come sn “isolationist.” The Ohio 
senator is. of course, not an isola­ 
tionist,” for he favors internation­ 
al co-operation. As leader of the 
Senate, he will have the same 
problem 
that 
the 
late 
Senator 
Vandenberg 
had 
in 
trying 
to 
keep the Republican party united 
in support of treaties and inter­ 
national 
agreements 
made 
by 
the 
United 
States 
with 
other 
nations. There will be no swing to 
“isolationism” and no swing to­ 
ward letting Europe have money 
without limit for economic rehab­ 
ilitation or military purposes. It 
will be a revision of appropriations 
that not only the Republican party, 


with one ar two exceptions, but 
many of the Southern Democrat* 
will support. 
6. After th# convention*, it wa# 
•aid 
that, 
having 
a 
"military 
mind,” General Eisenhower would 
be anxious to enlarge th# war, 
especially in the Far East. Bevan 
and hts extremists are saying the 
same thing now in Britain. But the 
general will be found to be etriving 
more to win th# “cold war” and 
prevent World War III than to 
compel any showdown on the mili­ 
tary side. 
7. After the conventions, it was 
said that General Eisenhower had 
become anti-labor. But it will be 
found that he will consult equally 
leaders of labor unions and busi­ 
ness groups. Probably Harold Stas- 
sen will be the secretary of Labor. 
This would be a far cry from an 
"anti-labor” set-up. 
These are but a few of the sur­ 
prises that are in store for those 
persons who sized up Eisenhower 
according to the misleading and 
inaccurate appraisals made by hie 
campaign opponents for political 
purposes. The general is very like­ 
ly to be a national President who 
seeks the best men in both political 
parties. Bipartisanship in foreign 
policy will not be a gesture but a 
real plan for two-party co-opera­ 
tion. 
Already the President-elect is 
giving an example of fairneee and 
even-handedness In dealing with 
dignity and with courtesy toward 
his defeated opponents. It may be 
that he will consider appointing 
Governor Stevenson to a poet of 
importance 
in 
th# 
international 
field, poesibly et the head of th# 
American delegation to the United 
Nations. 
It is significant to note, too, that 
the general didn’t take offence at 
the very sarcastic comment in the 
message from President Trumsn to 
him the day after election when 
th# President said he would put 
his plane at the disposal of the 
general “if you still desire to go 
to Korea.” The innuendo that the 
President - elect w o u l d coneider 
hacking out on hie spectacular 
pledge, now that he had won the 
election, was uncalled for. but Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower ignored it. 
The way the President-elect will 
work is to pick men who have an 
intimate knowledge of government­ 
al affairs and ask them for their 
opinions and for the fact*—and 
then he’ll make up his own mind. 
He will make mistakes Just as his 
predecessors have, but the spirit 
of conscientious devotion to duty 
which the general will reflect can­ 
not but make his mistakes subject 
to correction once he recognizes 
the errors. It is a safe assumption 
that, 
while General Eisenhower 
will not be a partisan President, he 
will not hesitate to build up the 
Republican party for its congress­ 
ional test in 1954 and for the big 
campaign of 1958.

Threat To NATO 
PARIS 
On# of th# Aret thfngs President 
Eisenhower will find on the White 
House door step is a really dire 
threat to his own great post-war 
handiwork, the defense of Western 
Europe.

This is 
the expedient that was adopted two 
years ago, in order to cover the 
clumsiness of Secretary of State 
Dean G. Acheson’s original propo­ 
sal of German rearmament.

Welfare Client 
Gets Suspended 


Term In Court 


Associate Judge George Hender­ 
son yesterday morning gave Henry 
H, Lease, of Cresaptown, a sus­ 
pended sentence of one year in the 
House of Correction on a charge of 
false pretense in connection with 
receiving funds illegally from the 
Allegany County Welfare Board. 
Lease had obtained $299 from 
the Welfare Board during the per­ 
iod from March 9.1951 and March 
IO. 1952 while at the same time he 
had earned other money in private 
employment. Lease and his wife 
•re the parents of six children. 
Judge Henderson said that Lease 
did not commit perjury in testify­ 
ing in court today, but had been 
“ somewhat 
evasive.” 
It 
was 
brought out that Lease had report­ 
ed some earnings during another 
period and these were deducted! 
from the monthly welfare pay­ 
ments made to him. 
The court ordered I-en se to re­ 
port to the Welfare Board each 
month as to the amount of his 
earnings and the board would de­ 
term ine just how much he was 
• bit to repay. Judge Henderson 
said that the Welfare Board could 
report back to the court. 
It was stated by Judge Hender­ 
son that the law sets certain sums 
which can legally be paid to wel­ 
fare clients. Some of the clients 
think the sums are too small, while 
many others not on relief think 
they are too large. “ We cannot let 
fhese cases go unanswered.” Judge 
Henderson said, “or we would have 
many m ore.”
